When 
the article from which tho extract ia 
mado appeared, Mr. Leathers was a 
stranger hero and had not oiTered his 
patiuit-right for sale. One would natur- 
allv suppose that if a single doubt liuger- 
ed in the mind of tho editor concerning 
the I'ona fides of Mr. Leathers, the foriner 
wcnild have hesitated 'o insert an article 
i.i> luM.latui-y .if a .iuiiOL^er and his |i!it.'ut, 
of tlio merits of which few iu this com- 
munity know anything. lint, no I 
Tho uiKiualihed endorsement was giveu, 
and a company composed of citizens of 
Victoria was fornieil to manufacture tho 
stone. What followed tho formation of 
tho company? Paragra])hs condemning 
the pate-it as worthless, and the ])atontee 
as a ••traud," began to appear lu the 
Slamliird . liiigus advertisenieiits and 
coiumuuicalions of a condemnatory ebar- 
iietor creiil. into every issue, and at last a 
direct ohallongo was thrown out to tho 
patentee to submit his stone to certain 
tests. To this oliallengo Mr. Leathers 
replied, placing bis stone at the tiisposal 
of tho correspondent. As a rtjoinder to 
tliiu ret)ly came another communication 
so iuHulling hi its tone that Mr. Leathers 
felt it incumbent upon him to dress tlio 
correspondent down iu stylo so vigorous 
that the correspondent lias since disap- 
peared from the public eyo--gone out 
of print, as is said of old and used-up 
anthers. Now, it so happened that iu 
chastising his anonymouri traducor Mr. 
Leathers referred, in passing, to ^ the 
editor of the Standard, statiog (on the 
authority of Mr. J. P. Davies) that ho 
(tho editor) had eijiros-sod his reaiijness 
to assist in the f irmation of a cuuiiiany if 
.Mr. I.eathers would jiay liini. To this 
very serious eliarge of attempted Vdaek- 
nuiiling the K^hmdard has ma io uo roiily ; 
tnit it lius resorted to the publication of 
paragraphs in which Mr. Leathers is 
spoken of as "the fellow Leathers," and 
tiis enterprise referred to as a fraud, etiv 
The reader will perceive that to call 
bad names is no answer to Mr. Jieathors' 
very serious accusation. I'htlier .Mr. 
(Cosmos dill or he did not tell Mr. Ihivies, 
"if you want mo you have got to PAY 
ME !" The aoousation, we submit, in 
view of the sudden and (to the public at 
largo) unaccountable change in tone of 
tho Standard's articles respecting Mr. 
Ijoatliurs and his enterprise is of too ser- 
ious a character to bo passed over in 
silence. Examine, for a moment, tlio 
])osition of our contemporary: Ou tho 
IHth of November he refers to Mr. Lea- 
thers as a "gentleman of respectability 
and responsibility," and "oovdj«.iij re- 
commends liim" and his stone "to the at- 
tention of our citizens." Backed by this 
endorsement Mr. Leathers i.s enabled to 
form a company and sell bis ])atent-nght; 
but the UKJiniuit a numlior of .Mr. l>(fCoB- 
nios' fellow-eiti/.oiis have embarKeil iu tho 
eiiteriiriso it is donouneed as a fraud and 
Mr. Ijoat hers is referred to as "that fol- 
low." it is not Mr. Leathers who is dam- 
aged by these charges. If ho bo "a fraud" 
and "a fellow," having accomplished his 
ohji'Ct and sold his patent- right he may 
now laugh to acorn the puny assaults of 
our eontemiiorary. Tho local company, 
of i'"ursi', will be tho suH'erers iu ease of 
a failure of the euterpri.'-.o. The time for 
our cuiitemiiorary to have soiuidcil the 
alarm was wheu Mr. Leathers sought to 
float his scheme— not a/to' ho had suc- 
ceeded in floating it. The time for - the 
editor to liave called him "a follow" was 
the very time wlieii ho endorsed him as"n 
geiitleiiiaii of res[jeclaliility and responsi- 
bility." If our contemporary hos found 
vnlid re'asons to change his mind as to the 
ho.-Ki /•;'(/.■>■ of the stone and tho inventor ho 
should htttto those reasons. If ho has 
evidence or telegrams in his hands that 
will show tho stone to be "a fraud'' he 
owes it to the jieojdo to print them. Hut 
ho eaniiot by one day emlor.Miig .Mr. r.jea- 
tliors as •'a gi-ntleiiian of ^-espeiMabilitv 
and r(^sponsibility" and the iie.\.t calling 
hiiii •'a fellow" aati.sfy his readers thai hii 
is not actuated by mercenary motives, ami 
that, to say the least, ho is a very unsafe 
guide on matters alTecting tho welfare of 
bis fellow-rili/.ens. 

In a nutshell, Ibi^ jMiiulH involved aro 
the.io: ("ertaiii parti(\s have (lUestioned 
t be pi^-miuient ebar.ieter of tho artiticial 
stone. .Mr. .Leathers has otl'ercd to sub- 
mit the stone to any test that may bo sug- 
;!;eMed. \\'<iuld it not be more manly for 
till. -e who cavil at the atone and abuse 
the inve'utor to take Mr. Leathers at his 
word, by forming a committee to mulu) 
the test, tli.ai to attack inventor and iu- 
veiihuii and injure tlieir fidhiw-eiti/.ens by 
llM-ir iiiiilicioiis thrn.sts ? Iiottlio tests bo 
made; so that tho yublio may know at 
once whether Mr. Leathers is "a follow" 
and his stone "a fraud," or tho reverse. 

GOODS In'tEASsit^ 



When Mr. Bristow was Secretary of the 
'I'reiisury he certainly did good work iu 
probing the v. b.iidioy frauds, but ho throw 
every obstacle in tho way of (Jauada that a 
U. H. oflicial ])OSHibly could. Ho aji- 
[larently had no regard lor tho .siiirit of 
international troatics, so long as ho could 
tlod a loophole as an excuse to evade 
them. His rulings havo been rdveraod by 
liir! successor. Tho New York Herald 
says: 

"Tho British Minister has again called 
the attention of our Government to the 
existing Treasury regulations adopted in 
I.S7.'), in relation to tlio transit of goodi 
from (janada over our teri-itory as not be- 
ing 1)1 harmony with tho Treaty of Wash- 
ington. The particular ground of f>bjec- 
tiun is that goods from C'aniuia dostmed 
for transit through this country and ex- 
j portation at aeaboard porta are not allow-. 



od to make tho jonrnoy to the'seaboard in 
cars sealed by a United States consul in 
Canada, so as to avoid unloading and in- 
spection at frontier porti of first orrival, 
although goods from Oaiada intended 
for consnmiition aro allowed such iirivi- 
logcs. After a ciireful considoration of 
this subject the Heiu-etary of tho Treasury 
has deciilod that, under tho Treaty, tran- 
sit goodsaro entitled to tho same privi- 
leges of transiiortution under tho Consu- 
lar Seal Act of 1HG4 as other goods com- 
i'lg from Canada, if they can proceed to 
tho designated porta on tho seaboard by 
continuous route, and that tho discriiui- 
natiou luM-etofcuo practised against tran- 
sit goods will be discontinued. Tho Bu- 
cretary has aceonlingly rescinded the ro- 
gulalioiui ,,f riN'oiit dato, and restore 
tlioao in force from tho vear 1S7-I."

Driiiu 
mond, Williams and Goaiiell liaTo all laid 
tliemselves ojn'ii to the payment of the 
abe ve-ne iit iuned p(>ualty,8hould any rate- 
payer think it Worth his While to iiroceed 
afja.nst them for its recovery. Whether 
any ono does or not, of this those geutle- 
nieii may rest assured, every honest rate- 
paver in Victdtiii at the ensniug eltictiou 
will feel it to he a duty he owes to bim- 
seif ami his ntughliors to mark his disa])- 
proval of such acts of ghiriiig illegality on 
the part of members ot thf> (,'i;y (.ioveru- 
inent by votiuK a:.;ainst tlieir having any 
further power to take iiKiney out id' the 
pockets of tho ratepayius and putting it 
into thoir own in defiance of Ian' tind 
dooonoy.

EUROPE. 

St, Pbtersbi'iio, Dec. 30. — Tho Goiois 
thinks the Sultan cannot make tho eon 
oossioQB demanded by the powers without 
fear of |he fanaticism of the Turkish peo- 
ple which is rather produced by the gov- 
ernment for its own purpose than spon- 
tauecjusly directed ngiiiust its jiolioy. TIk- 
(lolols adds: " Wiso concessions will 
stieiigthou the Sultuu's position, while 
stuhlnu-n opposition would undoubtedly 
nro luce serious conflicts." 

( 'essTANTiNopLE, Doc. 31. — The Mor- 
(juis of Salisbury, at his audience with 
the Sultan yesterday, announced that a 
comiileto understanding between tho 
powiMS was achieved during tho prelim- 
inary conference and this agreement re- 
sulted in tho programme which had al- 
ready been semi ollicially communicated 
to the Porte. Lord Salisbury advised tho 
Sultiin to accept the proposals. The 
Sultun rejilied that ho deeply regretted 
that he w as eouiiielled to deolino giving 
his adliesi.,11 Ihi'Kito as his powers wore 
limited 1 y the Constitution. Lord Salis- 
bury l!;c riiu|iou remarkod in reply that 
Turkey must not count upon money or 
men from England, who would leave 
Turkey to her fate. The Sultan answer- 
ed, "It is naeless to press mo, for if I ac- 
cepted tho pro|)03als it would bo at tho 
risk of my crown and life." Lord Salis- 
bury thc!ii asked on what his maje,ity ro- 
lled' for dch'uce in case of war? The 
Snlhiu replied that tho army and i)eoi)lo 
would defend him. He could not d<ipond 
on them if he opposed tho unnnimoufs 
wishes of his subjects. At tlio conclusion 
of the interview Ltu'd Salisbury infoimod 
the Sultan tliat he would bo compelled to 
w ithdraw the British fleet in order to dis- 
sipate tho erroneous ideu that tho fleet 
Huiipurtod Turkey in resisting tho will of 
iMuiipo. On leaving the Sultan the Mar- 
([uis iidographcd to Admiral Drammond 
to witlidr.iw bis fleet immodiatoiv from 
Turkish walmn. The admiral asKed for 
HullMii ity to winter in the harbor of Sal- 
onica, but Ijord Salisbury refuued to give 
it. ('oii,si'(iu(.'ntly a portion of tho fleet 
sailed for tho Perilous and tho rouiaindor 
proceeded to Malta. 

London, Dec. 31.— The Herald's Lon- 
don special says r.o matter hoAV m»ny 
eilitiirialH brealliing conlidonco in tho 
pro^ervatioii of iie.aco may ajipear in tho 
nowspaper.-i the iniiidH of thoso who aro 
best informed in Eumiicau politics aro 
tilled with gloomy forebodings, and not a 
fow are oon;inced that 1877 is destined to 
boa year of sanguinary war and of sweep- 
ing obange.
